A CONSERVATION HINT. 

llow long will it be before the great 
waste of power consequent upon normal 
transportation methods and many in 
dustrial processes will be eliminated? 
When one reads of the wastes of fuel, 
how often does one think of the possible 
lack of economy in using fuel to haul 
other fuel hundreds and thousands of 
miles to the points where it is to be 
used in generating power, or the loss in 
i locomotive’s being obliged to consume 
coal in carrying coal to be used under 
its boiler? Improvements in locomotive 
construction and in stoking, and an in 
crease in the number of coaling stations 
along the lines of railroads are tend 
ing to reduce this form of waste.

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BUILDING AT WACO. 


Improvements Representing $3,000,- 
000 Under Way or Planned. 





Business Men’s Club, 
Waco, Tex., July 9. 

Waco is enjoying and has in prospect 
an almost unprecedented era of building 
activity, according to reports received 
upon investigation by the Waco Business 
Men’s Club. Property values in the busi 
_ness district have more than doubled in 
the past six months and are now very 
active. To illustrate how sharp the de 
mand is for new and better buildings, 
three three-story structures are now being 
torn down to make way for modern fire- 
proof buildings. The new 21-story office 
building for the Amicable Life Insurance 
Co. takes the place of a double-front three 
story building that would be a credit to 
any ordinary city. The new 15-story hotel 
building to be constructed by A. A. Busch 
of St. Louis, Alfred Abeel and other citi- 
zens of Waco will take the place of sev- 
eral smaller buildings and will be located 
one block from the skyscraper. Other 
business buildings are being newly con- 
structed or are having additions built. 
Notable among this class are the State- 
house, which has had one story added, 
making it four stories, and the Exchange 
Ilotel, which is now having another story 
added to the three now occupied by it. 
The Natatorium Hotel has been entirely 
rebuilt, and its baths, commodious white- 
marble swimming pool and medicinal ar- 
tesian hot water at 103 degrees are spread- 
ing Waco’s fame as a health resort. 

Waco has a building-permit ordinance, 
but all the buildings and exact cost have 
not been reported. However, for the 12 
months just past the building permits ran 
$444,657. Practically all of the larger 
building operations of the city are not 
included in this list, as the permits of the 
majority have not yet been issued. The 
new $140,000 high school will be one of 
the features of this year’s building. The 
actual amount of building the last 12 
months and that immediately projected 
aggregates over $3,000,000.

Birmingham Iron Market.

Wet Lands,

New Orleans, La., July 11. 

In accordance with plans announced in 
this correspondence in the MANUFACTUR- 
ERS’ Record of March 24, G. A. MeWil- 
liams and associates of Chicago and Wai- 
nut, Lll., have perfected arrangements for 
the development of the Kenner tract of 
6000 acres, purchased by them from the 
Suburban Realty Co. some months ago. 
The development will be called the “Ken 
ner Project.” Work of drainage will begin 
in about 90 days. One of the McWilliams 
dredgeboats will be floated down the river 
to do the work. 

The tract is about seven miles north- 
west of New Orleans, between Lake Pont- 
chartrain and the Mississippi River, and 
has a large frontage on Lake Pontchar- 
train. It will be developed as a high-class 
truck-farming proposition. Four lines of 
railroad run through the tract, and a shell 
road will be built from the property to 
New Orleans. It is proposed to sell the 
lands when drained at $200 to $300 an 
acre, 

The McWilliams interests are also act- 
ively developing and selling the lands of 
the St. Charles Land Co. in St. Charles 
parish, and are enthusiastic about the fu- 
ture of the alluvial wet lands of Louisiana. 
Sales of a number of drained tracts have 
been made, altogether to Illinois farmers, 
52 of whom have been here, and all of 
whom became purchasers.

capable and industrious newcomers, it is 
felt that the proportion of small farmers 
to holders of large plantations may be 


changed, but, as conditions have been ir 


the past, it is declared by the large planters 
that the system of concentrated manage 
ment was the only one that could insure 
success, The small man has needed a 
directing head, and successful sugar-mak 
ing has only been possible on the planta 
tion system. It is conceded that in com 
petent hands the owner of 160 acres or 
less might successfully put a portion of his 
tract in cane to be sold to the neighboring 
planter who owns a refinery, while on the 
remaining acreage he could raise cattle, 
hogs, chickens, foodstuffs for his family 
and his stock, and steadily progress to- 
ward affluence. 

It is demonstrated that small farmers 
who work can thrive amazingly. A man 
named N. B. Davenport, originally from 
Pennsylvania, recently bought 140 acres on 
the Terrebonne near Houma. He is “mix- 
ing brains with his pigments,” and with 
the addition of brawn is getting rich quick. 
With simply the native Creole corn, the 
seed for which, however, he carefully se 
lects as he goes through the year while 
feeding his stock, he is developing an im- 
proved and highly productive variety. In 
a field I recently visited almost every stalk 
had from two to three ears of matured 
corn, while on some of them there were 
five, six and seven. As the rich soil of 
this section produces a rank growth of 
stalk, it is found advisable to plant the 
rows 514 to 614 feet apart, which is almost 
twice the distance common in Illinois and 
other Northern corn-growing States. <A 
yield of 35 to 40 busheds, as here, there- 
fore, would be about equal to a 75-bushel 
crop up there. There is a move to breed 
a small stalk, dwarf corn here, and also 
experiments are being made with the South 
Carolina prolific, of the kind which gave 
that State the blue ribbon on an unexam- 
pled yield of 22614 bushels to the acre. 
Scientific corn-growing is new to Louisiana 
as yet, but there is great progress being 
made, and unquestionably the importance 
of the corn crop here will continue to 
grow greater year by year. 

Mr. Davenport raises potatoes, remark 
ably fine and large specimens, and got 120 
bushels to the acre. He raises them be- 
tween the corn rows, and in addition to 
the two crops he will plant cowpeas for 
hay and later on to be turned under for 
fertilizing the soil. Ile may also raise an 
early and a late crop of potatoes, 

On a piece of well-worn land he planted 
21 arpents—about 18 acres—in broom 
corn, as it grows too rank on new soil. To 
the surprise of his skeptical neighbors he 
made « fine crop, and in order to get all 
possible profit he made the corn up into 
brooms. In this manner his broom corn 
crop yielded him $3000, 

It is so easy to get a living down here that 
the incentivetogreat exertion does not pre- 
sent itself to all. Quite an army of dwell- 
ers along the bayous make a living as trap- 
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pers, muskrat, mink, otter and coon skins 
to the value of $75,000 having been mar- 
keted in Houma last season; the fishing is 
good, and truck grows without much effort, 
so there is contentment with conditions as 
they are. It will take a new infusion of 
blood to build up a community that will 
take full advantage of the agriculture pos- 
sibilities here that will strive for new mar- 
kets, new products and a new order of 
things. 

The oyster business is the greatest in- 
dustry in Houma, and represents a volume 
of business amounting to about $350,000 
a year. One establishment here cans oys- 
ters and shrimp; two other oyster dealers 
There 


is unquestionably a great future to the oys- 


simply ship the raw oyster in cans, 
ter business here. I met a Chesapeake 
Bay man named R. J. Younger, who is 
quite a king in his line, and has made a 
comfortable fortune in the oyster business. 
The number of men from the North in the 
oyster business here is very small, how- 
ever. Conditions would seem to warrant 


a more careful investigation on the part 


of Chesapeake Bay oystermen, for no sec- 
tion of the Union has greater possibilities 
in the line of oyster deevlopment than 
Louisiana. 

When gas has been securely brought in, 
as it is practically certain that it will be, 
and when the oil that it is expected to be 
struck begins to flow, Terrebonne will be 
in the public eye as it has not been as yet. 
But aside from that prospective develop- 
ment, there is sufficient wealth in the soil 
development already under way to make 
of Terrebonne one of the most prosperous, 
wealthy and attractive sections anywhere. 

Even now there is a charm that lures 
the beholder. The Cherokee rose along 
the roadway; the bowers of beauty which 
even the cottages, vine-clad and rose- 
wreathed, present; the lordly trees, the 
kindly people, the manifest healthfulness 
and the salubrity of the clime, combined 
with a fertility of soil that practically 
knows no exhaustion, weave a spell on even 
the casual visitor until he would fain pitch 
his tent and remain,

Cotton Growers and

Shouldn't every farmer profit by the 
high prices of food products, as nearly all 
the food products can and should be made 
Whether he will or not de- 
pends upon whether or not he employs cor- 


on the farm? 
rect methods of farming. The writer re- 
gretfully states that the average farmer of 
the cotton States is sadly lacking in em- 
ployment of correct methods. He must 
state that it is his opinion that the high 
prices of food products in the United 
States is largely due to the fact that the 
farmers of the cotton States raise such a 
small per cent. of the food products con- 
sumed on these cotton farms. They could 
raise the food products, but they don’t do 
it, and there is where the trouble is coming 
from. Why, the cotton farmers are de- 
pending almost as much upon the Middle 
and Western States for food products as 
do the cities and towns throughout the 
country, and the high cost of living is 
weighing heavily upon these farmers, who 
should be in position to profit by selling 
at good prices all the foods that should be 
made on the farm. By a one-crop system 
they are not only injuring and impoverish- 
ing themselves, but they are making the 
burdens heavier upon their city cousins by 
causing the prices of food products to 
climb higher and higher from year to year. 
Unless this error in our economic condi- 
tion is soon righted it will result disas- 
trously to the greater part of this nation— 
to all, except the food producer, and he 
will soon grow so rich he will quit and go 
abroad to live and we will be left in a 
state of famine, or nearly so. 

Some may think this an overdrawn pic- 
ture. Possibly it is so, but not much over- 
drawn. On account of the rapidly-increas- 
ing city population, especially, is the situa- 
tion fast approaching a very serious crisis, 
and it deserves the thoughtful considera- 
tion of our wisest leaders. The sermon on 
diversification of crops in the Southern 
States has been preached these many years 
and has most often fallen on deaf ears, 
and without wishing to condone slothful- 
ness, it must be stated that there was not 
a while back the incentive to diversify 
crops in the South that we now have. In 
the first place, we did not have the large 
city population in the South a few years 
ago that we now have, and the demand 
was quite limited. except on long haul, and 
many complications arise from shipping 
to far away markets. Secondly, we did 
not then have the enormous city popula- 
tion throughout the country, and the Mid-

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dle West and West were glad to meet the 
needs of the country with food products 


it a moderate cost. 


But “the times are changed, and we 
should change with them.” ‘To point out 
the quickest and most desirable way of 
bringing about this change in the cotton 
States should call forth the profoundest 
consideration throughout the nation. The 
writer has lived in the cotton country all 
his life, and has been a close student of 
the farming methods, and its lack of meth- 
ods, and he begs pardon to give it as his 
opinion that the perpetuity of our national 
prosperity largely depends upon getting 
the Southern farmer to produce at least 
all or nearly all the food products con- 
sumed on his farm, and a surplus for sale 
to the town and city population in as large 
volumes as is possible for him so to do. 

Habits, and especially bad habits, are 
hard to overcome, and the average cotton 
farmer has fallen into extremely bad hab-

South has maintained its civilization and 


needs of the body. 


racial supremacy under such an ordeal 
will go down in history for thousands of 
years to come as evidence that the “Old 
South was composed of the most virile 
race of men that the world has ever known. 

Further, our system of labor was com- 
pletely subverted, and a tenant system 
was largely forced upon us in many sec- 
tions, as labor could not be had then on 
any other plan. The tenant secured his 
annual supplies of food products, imple- 
ments, farm teams, ete., of the merchant 
on credit, at high prices, and the system 
grew until the farming was largely taken 
out of the hands of the intelligent and 
able management of the “ante-bellum” 
farmer. And the writer wishes to state 
right here, with due deference to other 
farmers of these United States, that the 
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ante-bellum farmer of the South never had 
a superior in this or any other country. 
In those days the Southern farm not only 
produced its food crops, but it made the 
clothes, shoes, implements, wagons, etc., 
needed on the farm. 

But we are digressing. Let us pass on 
to the consideration of present needs of 
the South. We feel that the black cloud 
that threatened us so long is passing, has, 
indeed, passed. ‘The white man rules this 
country, will always rule it, and the 
sooner this is frankly and openly recog- 
nized and acknowledged by both the great 
parties of our nation the better for all 
sections and all colors of our land. And 
the colored man will come nearer getting 
what is justly and rightfully due him under 
the law by keeping severely out of politics, 
and especially is this true in the Southern 
States; for, by meddling in politics he 
stirs up hatred of the white man, and 
thereby jeopardizes his best interests. 

Cut out this negro question in these 
United States, and we would soon have no 
North, no South, no East or West, but 
one united country, sealed in the bonds of 
friendship and love, so strong that no 
power could ever again break them asun- 
der. May this question be speedily set- 
tled by some wise plan, and settled for- 
ever, so far as it applies to our beloved 
country. 

The Department of Agriculture is do- 
ing a great work throughout the South in 
pushing tick eradication, to clean the in- 
fested farms of the South of this cattle 
pest, which carries the infection of cattle, 
9r splenetic fever, and has so long re- 


tarded and interfered with profitable cat- 
tle-raising in the South. This work is 
now being especially pushed in Tennes- 
see, Mississippi and Alabama, and also 
with more or less yigor in several other 
Southern States. If the magazines and 
newspapers throughout the country would 
come to realize the importance of tick 
eradication and bring its importance forci- 
bily to the attention of the farmers 
throughout the South, they could do more 
than any other agency toward bringing 
about an improvement of animal hus- 
bandry in the South. We must employ

In 
view of the spread of the boll-weevyil in 
the cotton States, tick eradication becomes 
the more important, as our farmers must 
look to some other source of income to par- 
tially compensate for the loss of a large 
per cent. of their cotton after the boll- 
weevil reaches this field. And nothing can 
more quickly or easily be made to make 
up this deficit than successful animal hus- 
bandry, and for the latter to be profitable, 
we must stamp out the cattle fever-tick in 
the South. 

The leading editors of the papers of the 
South cannot do a nobler work for their 
section of country than getting the data 
from the bureau of animal industry at 
Washington and educating the people of 
the South in the advantages of tick eradi- 
cation, and on the importance of animal 
husbandry as a means of maintaining the 


fertility of the soils of our farms. By no 
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other means can the fertility of the soil 
be maintained for any great number of 
years. The fertility of the soil must be 


m.uintained, or in course of time it will 
fail to support the people of the farms 
and give that degree of sustenance and 
comfort that are necessary to produce 
strong, brave and intelligent men and 
healthy, pure and noble women. Again, 


we must call attention to a fact that should 
uppermost in the minds of
